A  SILVER  DEKADRACHM  OF  SYRACUSE 

In  415  b.c.  during  the  latter  stages  of  the  Peloponnesian  war,  Athens  invaded 
Sicily;  a  curious  decision  that  was  to  end  in  a  disaster  from  which  Athens  never 
fully  recovered,  for  in  413  b.c.  they  were  decisively  beaten. 

The  silver  dekadrachms  were  thought  to  commemorate  this  event,  the  first  dies 
being  engraved  by  the  artist  Kimon.  The  obverse  depicts  the  traditional  galloping  A 
quadriga  together  with  the  unusual  feature  of  a  panoply  of  arms  laid  out  against  a  ^ 
step  in  the  exergue.  These  arms  may  have  been  trophies  captured  from  the  Athenians 
and  offered  as  prizes  in  the  Assinarian  games  which  it  has  been  suggested,  were 
established  to  commemorate  the  occasion.  However,  in  a  recent  book  by  Colin 
Kraay*  the  proposition  is  made  that,  owing  to  the  absence  of  any  evidence  for  such 
games  and  based  on  the  sequence  and  chronology  of  the  tetradrachms,  the  deka¬ 
drachms  of  Kimon  could  have  been  issued  a  decade  later,  thus  making  it  much  more 
likely  that  they  commemorate  the  failure  of  the  Carthaginian  siege  of  Syracuse  in 
405  b.c. 

Whatever  the  reason  for  this  spectacular  issue,  these  coins  are  regarded  as  being 
of  the  finest  artistic  style  of  ancient  Greek  coins — coins  from  dies  cut  by  the  artist 
Kimon  being  particularly  highly  prized.  It  is  not  often  that  we  are  able  to  offer  one 
of  these  classic  coins.  (See  C  1077).

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THE  COINAGE  OF  THE  ANCIENT  CRIMEA

Introduction 

The  Crimea  is  a  large  peninsula,  roughly  triangular  in  shape,  and  about  the  area 
of  Wales,  lying  to  the  north  of  the  Black  Sea,  and  known  in  antiquity  as  the  Cherson- 
esus  Taurica.  (the  name  Crimea  is  of  Turkish  origin  and  came  into  use  only  in 
mediaeval  times).  Its  main  geographical  features  consist  of  a  large  arid  plain  in  the 
centre  and  to  the  north  with  many  scattered  salt  lakes  and  an  inhospitable  climate, 
while  in  the  south  there  is  a  long  luxuriant  coastal  strip  with  a  Riviera-like  climate 
sheltered  from  the  northern  winds  and  frost  by  a  range  of  mountains  running  from 
east  to  west  and  rising  in  places  to  5,000  feet.  The  main  ports  of  the  peninsula  are 
located  along  this  southern  coast,  and  it  was  their  favourable  situation  which  attracted 
the  ancient  Greeks,  who  from  the  7th  century  b.c.  onwards  set  up  colonies  all  round 
the  Black  Sea.  Three  of  these  Crimean  ports  in  particular  attracted  them:  Chcrson- 
esus,  Theodosia  and  Panticapeum.  They  are  situated  in  a  very  favourable  strategic 
position,  being  almost  equidistant  (about  200  miles)  from  the  Balkan  coast  to  the  west 
and  the  Caucasian  coast  to  the  east,  with  Asia  Minor  only  slightly  more  distant  to  the 
south. 

The  early  inhabitants  of  the  Crimea  were  the  Tauri  (who  gave  their  name  to 
it),  a  rough  uncultivated  people  who  lived  in  the  western  areas,  and  the  Cimmerians

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THE  PATTERN  HALFPENNY  OF  CHARLES  II

Following  the  restoration  of  the  English  monarchy  in  1660,  a  number  of  official 
patterns  were  struck  in  preparation  for  the  introduction  of  a  copper  coinage  in  1672. 
The  vast  majority  of  these  pieces  were  farthings,  but  one  type  of  halfpenny  was  pro¬ 
duced,  and  it  is  the  intention  of  this  article  to  examine  some  relevant  points  concern¬ 
ing  the  date  of  issue  of  this  pattern  halfpenny. 

The  halfpenny  pattern  conforms  to  the  following  type: 

Obv.  CAROLVS  •  A  •  CAROLO 

Bust  of  the  King,  facing  left,  laureated  and  cuirassed. 

Rev.  QVATVOR  •  MARIA  *  VINDICO 

Britannia  seated  on  a  globe,  and  facing  left.  The  exergue  is  occupied  by  the 
Word  BRITANNIA. 

As  can  be  seen,  this  piece  is  undated,  and  the  first  point  which  will  be  considered 
is  the  latest  date  on  which  it  could  have  been  struck. 

1  The  English  copper  halfpenny  coinage  was  proclaimed  current  on  16th  August 
16721,  and  the  pattern  must  therefore  have  been  issued  before  this  date. 

2  The  reverse  legend  means  “I  claim  the  four  seas”,  and  was  not  used  on  the  cur¬ 
rency  coins  themselves.  Several  previous  authors  have  speculated  on  the  reasons  for 
changing  the  legend,  and  Peck2  has  concluded  that  the  reason  was  a  speech  made  by 
Lord  Lucas  in  the  House  of  Lords  on  22nd  February  1670/1. 

“And  it  is  evident  that  there  is  a  scarcity  of  money,  for  all  the  parliament 
money,  called  breeches  (a  fit  stamp  for  the  coyn  of  the  rump)  is  wholly 
vanished,  the  king’s  proclamation  and  the  Dutch  have  swept  it  all  away;  and, 
of  his  now  majesties  coin,  there  appears  but  very  little,  so  that  in  effect,  we 
have  none  left  for  common  use,  but  a  little  old  lean  coyned  money  of  the  late 
three  former  princes ;  and  what  supply  is  preparing  for  it  my  lords  ?  I  hear  of 
none  unless  it  be  of  copper  farthings,  and  this  is  the  metal  that  is  to  vindicate, 
according  to  the  inscription,  the  dominion  of  the  four  seas.”3 
If  it  can  be  established  beyond  all  reasonable  doubt  that  this  speech  was  the  reason 
for  withdrawing  the  legend,  then  it  is  reasonably  certain  that  the  pattern  halfpenny 
must  have  been  struck  before  February  1670/1.  There  is  very  compelling  evidence  to 
support  the  belief  that  Lucas’  speech  was  the  reason  for  withdrawing  the  legend. 
Firstly,  in  1671,  i.e.  shortly  after  Lucas’  speech,  a  new  series  of  pattern  farthings  was 
produced.  These  pieces  differed  from  the  1665  farthing  patterns  mainly  in  that  the 
reverse  legend  was  changed  from  qvatvor  maria  vindico  (i.e.  as  on  the  pattern  half¬ 
penny)  to  Britannia,  and  the  date  was  moved  from  the  obverse  to  the  exergue  on  the 
reverse. 

Secondly,  if  the  legend  was  withdrawn  on  account  of  Lucas’  speech,  then  it  must 
be  assumed  that  the  speech  had  a  profound  impact.  Evidence  that  this  was,  in  fact, 
the  case  comes  from  Snelling’s  statement1: 
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“The  last  pattern  pieces  were  the  Quatuor  Maria  Vindico  farthings;  to  which 
were  also  added,  for  the  first  time,  halfpence  also,  and  sometimes  called  Lord 
Lucas’s  farthings;  not  because  he  was  concerned  as  a  projector  in  their  coin¬ 
age,  but  on  account  of  a  spirited  speech  made  by  him  in  parliament”. 

Since  this  speech  had  aroused  sufficient  interest  to  associate  Lucas’  name  with  the 
coins,  it  is  safe  to  assume  that  it  drew  considerable  public  attention,  and  it  is  therefore 
more  than  likely  that  the  legend  was  withdrawn  for  this  reason.  That  this  was  indeed 
the  case  becomes  even  more  apparent  when  one  considers  the  historical  events  pre¬ 
ceding  this  speech.  Charles  II  had  inherited  the  largest  navy  that  England  had  ever 
known,  and  one  which  was  considered,  in  certain  quarters,  to  be  invincible.  In  1665, 
three  years  after  the  Quatuor  Maria  Vindico  legend  had  first  appeared,  this  same  fleet, 
under  the  direct  command  of  the  Duke  of  York,  Lord  High  Admiral  and  later  James 
II,  effectively  defeated  the  Dutch  navy  at  the  battle  of  Lowestoft.  Following  this, 
however,  Parliament  refused  to  supply  sufficient  money  for  the  continued  maintain- 
ance  of  the  navy,  and  as  a  result,  the  ships  of  the  fleet  were  laid  up  in  the  middle  of 
the  war.  Effectively,  therefore,  England  lost  command  of  the  seas,  and  the  Dutch 
were  able  not  only  to  blockade  the  mouth  of  the  Thames,  but  in  June  of  1667  they 
sailed  up  the  Medway,  towed  away  James’  old  flagship,  and  burnt  several  other  ships. 
This  was  obviously  an  humiliating  defeat  for  the  English,  and  although  peace  came 
during  the  same  year,  and  not  on  completely  unfavourable  terms  to  Britain,  Lucas’ 
sarcastic  comment  concerning  the  dominion  of  the  four  seas  would  have  touched  on  a 
particularly  sore  point. 

On  the  basis  of  these  facts,  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  the  pattern  halfpenny 
must  have  been  struck  before  February  1670/1. 

3  A  Drury  Lane  theatre  ticket,  dated  1671,  bears  a  bust  of  the  King  from  the  same 
punch  as  that  used  on  the  pattern  halfpenny.  This  proves  that  the  punch  was  available 
in  1671,  but  it  gives  no  indication  as  to  how  long  before  1671  it  might  have  been  made, 
because  punches  could  be  used  for  a  considerable  length  of  time.  For  instance,  all  of 
the  dies  for  the  reverses  of  the  currency  halfpennies  from  Charles  II  to  the  second 
issue  of  William  III,  were  made  using  the  same  Britannia  punch. 

4  Peck5  has  argued  that  the  halfpenny  pattern  must  have  been  struck  at  a  date  near 
to  1672,  the  basis  of  his  argument  being  that  halfpennies  were  not  mentioned  in  an 
announcement  of  July  1672  concerning  the  issue  of  a  copper  currency,  but  were  pro¬ 
claimed  current  in  August.  In  July  1672,  the  pattern  halfpenny  must  have  been  in 
existance  for  more  than  a  year,  and  the  lack  of  mention  of  halfpennies  is  therefore 
irrelevant  to  the  dating  of  the  halfpenny  pattern.  What  is  quite  obvious  is  that  the 
decision  to  issue  currency  halfpennies  was  not  taken  until  very  near  August  1672, 
possibly  even  as  late  as  the  end  of  July,  because  a  report  from  the  officials  of  the  mint, 
dated  1st  August  1672,  refers  only  to  the  importation  of  copper  blanks  for  farthings, 
with  no  mention  of  blanks  for  halfpennies.6 

The  evidence  therefore  indicates  that  the  latest  date  on  which  the  pattern  half¬ 
penny  of  Charles  II  could  have  been  issued  was  February  1670/1.  The  next  question 
is,  what  is  the  earliest  date  that  the  pattern  halfpenny  could  have  been  struck  ? 

1  Pattern  farthings,  dated  1665,  have  the  same  reverse  type  as  the  pattern  halfpenny, 
indicating  that  the  latter  piece  was  made  in  1665  or  later. 

2  The  pattern  farthings  of  1665  bear  the  date  on  the  obverse,  but  the  pattern  half¬ 
penny  is  undated.  If  the  halfpenny  was  made  at  the  same  time  as  the  farthings,  then 
it  seems  likely  that  the  halfpenny  would  have  been  similarly  dated.  This  is  an  in¬ 
dication  that  the  halfpenny  was  made  after  1665. 

3  The  1665  pattern  farthings  may  have  been  produced  in  relatively  large  numbers, 
possibly  over  several  years,  because  some  of  the  pieces  show  signs  of  having  been 
struck  from  worn  dies.  It  is  therefore  not  inconceivable  that  the  pattern  halfpenny 
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was  struck  as  a  companion  piece  to  one  of  the  later  issues  of  pattern  farthings.,  thus 
accounting  for  the  absence  of  a  date  on  the  obverse. 

In  conclusion,  the  pattern  halfpenny  of  Charles  II  was  probably  struck  between 
1666  and  1670,  all  of  these  dates  being  equally  likely,  and  Peck’s  suggestion  that  it 
was  struck  at  a  date  “much  nearer”  to  16725  is  based  on  extremely  flimsy  evidence.

1  Peck  G.  \V.,  English  Copper ,  Tin  and  Bronze  Coins  in  the  British  Museum ,  1558-1958, 
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(about  whom  little  is  known)  who  lived  in  the  east,  and  gave  their  name  to  the  straits 
separating  the  peninsula  from  the  Asian  mainland.  The  latter  people  were  driven 
away  at  an  early  period  by  the  Scythians,  a  strong  war-like  people  from  the  Steppes 
of  what  is  today  called  Russia ;  they  began  to  settle  in  the  central  and  eastern  parts  of 
the  Crimea  from  the  6th  century  b.c.  on.  They  remained  there  a  long  time,  and  have 
left  impressive  memorials,  in  particular  the  beautiful  works  of  art  found  in  their  burial 
mounds — jewellery,  textiles,  vases,  horse-trappings,  brooches  and  the  like.  It  was 
with  these  two  peoples,  the  Tauri  and  the  Scythians,  that  the  Greeks  had  to  deal  when 
they  began  to  establish  their  colonies  in  the  Crimea  in  the  6th  century  b.c. 

Panticapeum 

The  earliest  of  these  colonies  was  founded  by  the  Milesians  at  Panticapeum  (on 
the  site  of  present-day  Kerch),  stategically  well-placed  on  the  Cimmerian  straits,  an 
important  trade  route  from  the  Black  Sea  to  the  Sea  of  Azov  and  the  northern  terri¬ 
tories  beyond.  Trade  between  these  areas  and  the  Greek  lands  to  the  south  and  west 
was  in  corn,  fish,  salt,  furs  and  honey,  while  the  Greeks  supplied  oil,  wine,  pottery 
and  jewellery. 

Little  is  known  of  the  early  history  of  Panticapeum,  but  when  coinage  started  in 
about  500  b.c.  it  was  ruled  over  by  the  Archaeanactid  family  who,  using  the  title  of 
Archon,  maintained  a  military  tyranny  over  the  city  and  the  adjacent  territories  on 
either  side  of  the  strait.  This  contrasted  sharply  with  the  situation  in  the  other  Greek 
cities  in  the  Black  Sea  area,  which  were  democracies.  The  first  coins  struck  in  Panti¬ 
capeum  were  silver  and  weighed  2  grams  or  less;  on  the  obverse  they  have  a  lion- 
scalp — a  design  probably  copied  from  Samos — with  a  rough  incuse  square  on  the 
reverse.  During  the  following  half-century  this  reverse  was  developed  to  a  four¬ 
square  design  with  dots  and  later  with  the  letters  pant  anti-clockwise  in  the  quarters 
(fig.  1).  This  in  turn  gave  way  to  a  star  pattern  enclosed  in  a  square. 

In  438  b.c.  the  Archaeanactids  were  overthrown  by  Spartocus,  and  for  the  next 
three  hundred  years  members  of  his  family  ruled  Panticapeum,  the  eastern  Crimea 
and  the  adjacent  territories.  This  was  in  effect  a  Kingdom  (known  as  the  Bosporos), 
but  the  coinage  continued  to  bear  simply  the  name  of  the  city.  The  style,  however, 
changed  and  from  the  latter  part  of  the  5th  century  b.c.  onwards  the  reverses  began  to 
show  rams’  heads,  sturgeons  and  other  animal  designs.  They  were  all  of  silver  and 
continued  to  be  of  modest  size.  At  the  turn  of  the  century  there  was  a  marked  change 
when  larger  sized  coins  were  issued  of  greatly  improved  design  showing  a  walking  lion 
on  the  reverse  with  the  legend  panti  and  a  bearded  head  on  the  obverse:  this  is  usually 
considered  to  be  of  Pan,  an  allusion  to  the  name  of  the  city,  although  Rostovtsev  and 
other  authorities  think  it  is  a  satyr. 
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In  405  b.c.  Panticapeum  took  over  the  nearby  Athenian  colony  of  Nympheum 
situated  not  far  away  on  the  Cimmerian  strait  in  exchange  for  territory  on  the  Asian 
side.  This  transfer  was  highly  unpopular  in  Athens  and  the  Governor  was  accused  of 
treachery.  This  was  to  prove  highly  embarrassing  for  his  grandson,  the  famous  orator 
Demosthenes,  when  he  was  a  candidate  for  the  Athenian  Parliament  fifty  years  later. 
The  coins  of  Nympheum  always  bore  the  design  of  a  vine-twig  with  the  lettering 
nyn.  Most  of  the  existing  specimens  are  the  tiny  hemi-obols;  the  larger  coins  are 
extremely  rare. 

A  further  acquisition  of  Panticapeum  was  the  port  of  Theodosia,  another  Milesian 
colony,  situated  on  the  south  coast  with  an  excellent  harbour.  It  was  besieged  and 
captured  by  Leucon  in  389  B.c.  The  coinage  started  in  the  5th  century  b.c.  and  the 
silver  usually  bore  the  head  of  Athene  on  the  obverse  and  a  garlanded  bull’s  head  on 
the  reverse.  The  copper  had  a  similar  obverse  and  a  butting  bull  on  the  reverse. 
Specimens  are  rare  as  the  site  has  never  been  properly  excavated.  With  this  territory 
added  to  her  extensive  domains,  Panticapeum  was  the  capital  of  a  powerful  state.  Her 
trade  with  other  Greek  colonies,  particularly  in  fish  and  grain,  grew  fast  and  she 
concluded  valuable  trade  treaties  with  Athens.  This  increase  in  prosperity  is  clearly 
reflected  in  her  coinage,  most  notably  by  the  issue  from  about  370  b.c.  onwards  of 
large  numbers  of  gold  staters.  These  are  not  only  handsome  coins,  but  actually  weigh 
about  6%  more  than  the  staters  current  in  the  Greek  world  at  that  time  (9. 1  grams  in 
fact).  On  the  obverse  they  have  a  satyr’s  head  adorned  with  an  ivy  wreath,  and  on  the 
reverse  a  griffin  holding  a  spear  in  its  mouth,  with  an  ear  of  corn  at  its  feet,  the  one 
symbolic  of  the  city’s  power,  and  the  other  of  the  corn  trade  which  had  made  it  so 
wealthy  (fig.  2).  The  satyr’s  head  on  the  obverse  with  its  characteristic  tousled  hair 
and  bulbous  nose  has  been  the  subject  of  much  controversy;  it  is  called  a  Scythian 
type  by  some,  but  comparison  with  the  heads  depicted  on  Scythian  vases,  e.g.  those 
from  Chertomlyk  and  Kul-Oba,  does  not  bear  this  out. 

The  gold  staters  were  supplemented  by  a  series  of  five  silver  coins  of  varying 
denominations,  and  four  of  copper,  all  with  the  satyr’s  head  on  the  obverse.  The 
silver  coins  ranged  from  didrachms  weighing  1 1  grams  down  to  the  small  hemi-obols 
and  bear  various  animal  motifs.  The  didrachm,  for  example,  has  a  bull’s  head  and  the 
simple  lettering  pan  (fig.  3),  while  others  have  a  lion’s  head  with  a  sturgeon  below. 
The  copper  pieces  also  have  various  motifs,  but  the  commonest  by  far  is  the  bow  and 
arrow.  In  330  b.c.  war  broke  out  between  Panticapeum  and  the  Scythians  and  this 
completely  disorganised  trade  for  a  number  of  years;  the  decline  of  Athens  at  this 
time  also  adversely  affected  commerce.  Eumelus  who  ruled  the  Bosporos  from  309  to 
303  B.c.  did  a  great  deal  to  counteract  the  effect  of  these  events  by  encouraging  trade 
with  Byzantium  and  Sinope,  but  the  great  days  were  past,  and  the  coinage  shows  this 
clearly.  Gold  virtually  disappeared  from  circulation,  silver  issues  were  smaller  and 
the  standard  of  coin  design  declined.  The  silver  coins  most  frequently  met  with  have 
the  head  of  Apollo  or  Dionysus  on  the  obverse  and  a  bow-case  on  the  reverse  with 
the  legend  pantikapaiton. 

Things  improved  in  the  second  century  b.c.  and  gold  staters  re-appeared.  These 
are  of  standard  weight  (8. 1  grams)  and  bear  the  name  of  Paerisades,  but  as  there  were 
several  rulers  of  this  name  at  this  period,  the  date  of  the  coins  is  uncertain.  They  are 
well  produced  with  a  fine  head  of  Alexander  on  the  obverse,  and  a  seated  figure  of 
Athene  on  the  reverse  with  the  legend  basileus  pairisades.  Later  in  the  century, 
however,  there  was  more  trouble  when  the  tribes  in  the  interior  of  the  Crimea,  the 
Tauri  and  the  Scythians,  became  restive  and  Panticapeum  and  her  Greek  neighbour 
on  the  western  side  of  the  peninsula,  Chersonesus,  began  to  fear  for  their  safety.  As  a 
precaution  they  joined  the  “Black  Sea  Pact”  set  up  by  a  number  of  states  along  its 
shores  including  Heraclea,  Bithyma  and  Pontus. 
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In  110  B.c.  the  Chersonese  invoked  this  treaty  and  called  on  the  King  of  Pontus, 
Aiithradates  VI,  to  come  to  their  aid.  This  he  promptly  did  by  sending  one  of  his  best 
generals,  Diophantus,  who  dealt  effectively  with  the  Scythian  threat  to  the  city.  The 
Bosporos  was  equally  threatened,  but  managed  to  hold  off  the  threat  under  their  king, 
Paerisades,  for  three  years,  but  by  107  b.c.  the  situation  had  become  so  serious  that 
the  king  was  obliged  to  seek  military  aid  from  Diophantus.  This  was  resented  by  some 
of  the  Bosporan  troops  who  revolted  and  killed  the  king,  thus  bringing  to  an  end  the 
Spartocid  dynasty.  Diophantus  thereupon  attacked  the  rebels  and  defeated  them. 
With  this  event  Panticapeum  and  the  Bosporan  territories  came  under  the  aegis  of 
Mithradates  VI,  who  from  then  until  his  death  in  63  b.c.  ruled  as  King  of  Pontus  and 
Bosporos.  He  did  not  issue  coinage  in  his  own  name,  but  his  son,  Pharnaces  did,  as 
did  some  of  his  other  relatives.  The  gold  issues  of  these  kings  showed  the  ruler’s  bust 
on  the  obverse  and  his  name  and  titles  on  the  reverse. 

By  47  b.c.  the  title  had  come  into  the  hands  of  Asander,  a  grandson  of  the  great 
Aiithradates,  and  late  in  his  reign  (17  b.c.)  a  regnal  year  dating  appeared  on  the  reverse 
of  his  aurei — a  novelty  which  was  not  to  be  repeated.  The  reverse  design  shows  a 
standing  figure  of  Victory  and  the  coin  weighs  8.1  grams  (fig.  4),  the  same  as  the 
Roman  Imperial  aurei  of  the  period.  Asander’s  widow,  who  succeeded  him,  intro¬ 
duced  another  dating  system,  the  one  that  was  destined  to  last  until  the  end  of  the 
Bosporan  kingdom.  This  was  the  old  Bithynian  system  which  was  calculated  from 
297  b.c.  when  that  kingdom  was  founded.  Thus,  an  aureus  of  the  next  king,  Aspergus, 
bears  the  Greek  lettering  zt  which,  read  backwards,  gives  307.  By  deducting  297  we 
obtain  the  Anno  Domini  dating —  a.d.  10.  The  Bosporos  was  now  a  client  kingdom 
of  Rome  and  the  coin  therefore  has  a  bust  of  the  reigning  Emperor  Augustus  on  the 
obverse,  and  a  portrait  of  Aspergus  on  the  reverse  with  a  monogram  of  his  name.  It 
was  not  then  permitted  for  client  kings  of  the  Roman  Empire  to  put  their  names  or 
titles  on  gold  coinage,  although  later,  from  the  time  of  Domitian  (81-96)  onwards,  it 
was.  Thus,  Sauromates  I  who  reigned  from  93  to  123  has  his  name  and  title  on  the 
reverse  of  his  aurei,  with  the  Emperor  Hadrian’s  bust  and  the  date  on  the  obverse 
(fig-  5). 

There  was  no  silver  coinage  in  the  Bosporos  kingdom  at  this  time,  but  an  abun¬ 
dance  of  copper  with  a  great  variety  of  designs  showing  Hercules,  Aphrodite,  eagles, 
horsemen  and  other  subjects.  There  was  also  a  great  deal  of  over-striking,  both  on 
earlier  Bosporan  issues  and  those  of  the  associated  states  of  Pontus  and  Bithynia. 
Values  were  shown  on  some  of  the  issues,  normally  48  (mh)  (fig.  6)*.  24  (ka)  and  12 
(ib)  units,  presumed  to  equate  with  Roman  sestertii,  dupondii  and  asses,  but  there 
were  numerous  issues  without  any  clear  indication  of  value  at  all.  From  the  second 
century  a.d.  onwards  there  was  a  gradual  change  in  the  situation  in  the  Bosporos  with 
increasing  unrest  and  a  decline  in  prosperity:  the  coinage  declined  in  quality  at  the 
same  time.  The  gold  aurei  of  Sauromates  II  (172-211)  were  no  longer  of  the  earlier 
standard  although  still  of  very  good  design  such  as  the  piece  illustrated  (fig.  7)  show¬ 
ing  the  heads  of  Septimius  Severus  and  Caracalla,  with  date  below,  on  the  obverse, 
and  that  of  Sauromates  II  on  the  reverse.  Silver  of  standard  size  was  issued  for  a  short 
time  during  the  3rd  century  down  to  the  time  of  Ininthimeus  (a.d.  240),  bearing  the 
effigy  of  the  Roman  Emperor  on  the  obverse  with  the  date  below  and  that  of  the 
Bosporan  king  on  the  reverse,  but  copper  coins  varied  in  size  and  weight.  By  275 
(Rescuporis  V)  all  the  issues  were  simply  copper.  By  342  all  proper  issues  had  ceased. 
Hoards  of  the  later  part  of  the  4th  century  contain  an  ever  increasing  proportion  of 
Roman  Imperial  coins,  particularly  those  of  Constantine  I  and  his  immediate 
successors.  The  once  proud  and  prosperous  Kingdom  fell  on  evil  days  with  her  trade 
sadly  diminished  and  her  land  subject  to  constant  attack  by  the  Huns  and  other 
barbarians.  Panticapeum  did  not  cease  to  exist,  however,  like  some  of  the  Bosporan 
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cities  in  the  Asian  provinces  across  the  water,  and  she  struggled  on  into  the  6th 
century.  In  the  40’s  of  that  century  we  hear  of  the  Emperor  Justinian  offering  to  help 
to  repair  her  defences,  but  little  more  is  heard  of  her. 

Chersonesus 

The  second  most  important  city  in  the  Crimea  in  ancient  times  was  Chersonesus, 
which  had  a  very  long  history  stretching  from  the  5th  century  b.c.  down  to  the  Middle 
Ages,  a  period  of  15  centuries.  For  much  of  that  time  it  bore  its  original  name,  but  in 
the  late  Roman  period  it  was  shortened  to  Cherson,  and  since  this  is  easier  to  pro¬ 
nounce,  it  is  proposed  to  use  this  form,  even  although  nobody  did  so  before  the  3rd 
century  a.d. 

Cherson  today  is  simply  an  excavation  site  covering  about  200  acres,  the  ruins  of 
its  walls  having  a  circumference  of  two  miles.  It  is  situated  on  a  rocky  promontory 
beside  Quarantine  Bay  near  the  southernmost  part  of  the  Crimean  coast  with  a  clear 
view  of  the  sea  approaches  and  well  sited  for  defence.  It  has  been  uninhabited  since 
the  14th  century,  but  up  to  the  1780’s  a  substantial  number  of  the  ancient  buildings 
and  walls  were  nearly  intact.  Unfortunately  in  1783  a  good  deal  of  stone  was  removed 
from  the  site  for  building  the  new  city  of  Sebastopol  nearby,  but  even  today  parts  of 
the  walls  stand  up  to  30  ft.  high  and  many  of  the  ruins  are  easily  identifiable.  These 
include  one  of  the  gates  of  the  Greek  city  (3rd  century  b.c.)  several  defence  bastions, 
including  a  large  one  built  by  the  Emperor  Zeno  in  488  a.d.,  the  theatre,  baths, 
temples,  several  Byzantine  churches  and  basilicas,  and  in  particular  the  Greek  mint. 
Regular  excavation  of  the  site  has  been  carried  out  since  the  1880’s  and  a  great  deal  of 
valuable  material  discovered,  including  a  very  large  number  of  coins. 

As  the  history  of  the  city  and  its  coinage  covers  such  a  long  period  it  is  convenient 
to  deal  with  it  in  three  sections,  covering  in  turn  the  Greek,  Roman  and  Byzantine 
periods. 

Part  1.  The  Greek  Period 

The  original  settlers  came  from  Heraclea  Pontica  in  422  b.c.  They  were  Dorians, 
and  in  that  differed  from  all  the  other  Greek  colonies  in  the  Crimea,  which  were 
Ionian.  It  was  from  the  start  a  thoroughly  democratic  city  state,  and  remained  so 
longer  than  any  other  Greek  colony  in  the  Black  Sea  area.  It  was  governed  by  a  Senate 
elected  by  a  popular  vote  of  all  male  citizens  who  took  an  oath  of  allegiance  before 
enfranchisement.  The  text  of  this  oath  is  preserved  on  a  marble  pillar  now  kept  in  the 
Cherson  Museum,  and  it  makes  interesting  reading.  It  is  detailed  and  precise; 
essentially  the  citizen  swore  by  Zeus,  by  the  Maiden  Goddess,  and  by  other  gods  and 
goddesses  of  Olympus  to  defend  the  city  and  its  dependency,  Kerkinitis,  against  all 
her  enemies,  to  vote  conscientiously,  to  judge  his  fellow-citizens  faithfully  according 
to  the  law,  and  to  take  no  part  in  plots  against  the  state.  It  concluded  “if  I  fail  in  my 
duty,  may  my  crops  wither  and  my  wife  remain  barren”.  The  Maiden  Goddess  here 
referred  to  (Parthenos)  was  the  sovereign  goddess  of  the  city,  deeply  venerated,  and 
deemed  to  preside  over  all  activities  of  the  population.  She  was  always  mentioned 
first  in  decrees  and  appears  constantly  on  the  coinage. 

The  first  issue  of  Chersonese  coins  was  of  silver  and  dates  to  about  390  b.c.  It 
shows  a  laureate  head  of  the  Maiden  on  the  obverse  with  a  club  and  a  fish  on  the 
reverse,  the  first  being  a  reference  to  Hercules,  who  after  the  Maiden  was  the  city’s 
most  important  deity,  while  the  fish  referred  to  one  of  the  city’s  main  sources  of 
wealth.  The  mint-mark,  as  on  all  the  Greek  Chersonese  coins  is  xep.  There  was  a 
second  issue  of  tridrachms  some  twenty  years  later,  again  with  the  head  of  the  Maiden 
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on  the  obverse,  beautifully  designed,  the  reverse  depicting  a  bull  charging  to  the  right. 
Issues  of  copper  coins  started  at  this  time  too,  many  showing  the  popular  image  of  the 
seated  Maiden  on  the  obverse  with  a  bow  in  her  hand  and  a  quiver  slung  across  her 
back,  while  on  the  reverse  is  a  running  griffin  (fig.  8).  A  notable  issue  of  a  few  years 
later,  also  in  copper,  shows  the  goddess  driving  a  quadriga  and  brandishing  a  torch,  a 
naked  warrior  with  a  shield  and  spear  on  the  reverse.  This  is  probably  an  issue  com¬ 
memorating  a  local  victory,  but  documentary  evidence  is  lacking,  as  it  is  for  many  of 
the  events  of  this  period.  Cherson  was  founded  too  late  to  come  within  the  scope  of 
Herodotos  writings,  who  is  our  main  source  for  what  we  know  about  this  part  of  the 
world  in  the  early  period.  During  the  next  two  hundred  years  down  to  the  end  of  the 
second  century  b.c.,  the  city  continued  to  issue  a  wide  range  of  coins  in  silver  (di¬ 
drachms,  drachms  and  hemidrachms)  and  lower  values  in  copper.  Their  obverse 
designs  showed  a  limited  range  of  deities :  the  Maid  very  frequently,  Hercules  often, 
Athene,  Hermes  and  Aphrodite  from  time  to  time,  and  on  the  reverses  the  deer  and 
bull  frequently,  less  often  lions,  cornucopiae,  bows  and  arrows.  Notable  obverses  were  | 
those  of  the  Maid  slaying  a  deer,  the  head  of  Hercules  covered  by  a  lion-skin  and  ^ 
Athene  wearing  a  typical  Athenian  helmet.  (Although  not  an  Athenian  foundation, 
the  city  had  close  connections  with  Athens).  From  about  300  b.c.  onwards,  Cherson 
coins,  both  silver  and  copper,  bear  the  signature  of  a  city  magistrate,  a  clear  indication 
of  the  democratic  control  that  was  in  operation,  and  a  marked  divergence  from  Panti- 
capeum  where  such  signs  of  civic  control  were  totally  absent.  Some  of  the  names 
appearing  on  the  coins  can  be  linked  with  names  from  other  records,  inscriptions,  etc. 
One  such  was  an  official  named  Umnos  whose  signature  appears  on  hemidrachms  of 
about  200  B.c. ;  he  accompanied  the  Chersonese  delegation  to  Delphi  in  195  B.c.  for 
the  celebration  of  the  Pythian  games  that  year.  It  is  evident  that  Cherson  was  wealthy 
at  that  time,  as  the  city  sent  a  rich  offering  of  bulls  for  sacrifice,  in  recognition  of  which 
honorary  consulships  were  awarded. 

The  threat  of  a  combined  attack  on  the  Greek  settlements  in  the  Crimea  by  the 
Tauric-Scythian  forces  at  the  end  of  the  second  century  b.c.  and  the  circumstances 
of  Mithradates  Vi’s  rescue  operation  by  Diophantus  in  110  b.c.  have  already  been 
related  above.  The  threats  were  sharper  at  Cherson  than  elsewhere,  and  the  loss  of  her 
dependency,  Kerkinitis,  was  a  warning  of  what  was  to  come.  A  wave  of  strong 
religious  feeling  swept  the  city  and  worship  of  the  Maiden  intensified;  a  new  statue 
to  her  was  dedicated  with  great  pomp  and  ceremony  about  112  b.c.  To  commemorate 
this  a  new  series  of  coins  was  issued,  the  drachma  showing  a  solemn-faced  Maid  on 
the  obverse  wearing  a  mural  crown,  with  the  deer  in  lonely  state  on  the  reverse  (fig.  9). 
This  is  one  of  the  best-known  Greek  Cherson  coins,  thanks  to  a  large  hoard  unearthed  | 
in  1853  at  Sebastopol.  Lower  values  in  silver  and  copper  were  also  issued  with  the  * 
head  of  Hercules  on  the  obverse  and  a  club  on  the  reverse.  The  Chersonese  were 
deeply  grateful  to  Diaphantus  for  saving  the  city  from  destruction,  but  it  had  to  be 
paid  for  in  the  form  of  a  large  annual  tribute  and  the  loss  of  their  independence.  They 
continued  to  issue  their  own  coins,  but  motifs  taken  from  Mithradates’  Pontic  issues 
began  to  make  their  appearance.  One  of  the  most  notable  of  these  was  that  issued  in 
70  b.c.  showing  an  eagle  with  spread  wings  on  a  thunderbolt.  It  has  the  xep  mint-mark 
and  also  (for  the  first  time)  the  Maid’s  monogram  i.e.  par  for  Parthenos.  Another 
was  the  image  of  a  browsing  stag,  sometimes  accompanied  by  the  Mithradatic  star 
and  crescent.

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A  NOTE  ON  THE  1871/1872  BARROWBY  (GRANTHAM, 
LINGS.)  FIND  OF  LATER  ANGLO-SAXON  PENNIES

As  no.  35  on  p.  11  of  the  Royal  Numismatic  Society’s  Inventory  of  British  Coin- 
Hoards  A.D.  600-1500  (London,  1956)  the  late  Mr.  J.  D.  A.  Thompson  cited  a 
Lincolnshire  find  concealed  towards  the  end  of  the  first  third  of  the  eleventh  century 
which  must  be  thought  unusual  for  its  period  in  that  it  comes  from  a  part  of  England 
effectively  under  the  control  of  the  English  king.  The  authority  given  is  the  summary 
account  of  the  finding  on  pp.  205  &  206  of  the  1880  Numismatic  Chronicle ,  but 
surprisingly  no  break-down  is  there  attempted  in  respect  of  the  types  or  moneyers  of 
the  14  Stamford-mint  coins  which  alone  came  under  Samuel  Sharp’s  inspection.  One 
says  surprisingly  because  the  coins  in  question  in  fact  had  been  distinguished  by  the 
letter  (B)  in  the  catalogue  of  coins  of  the  Stamford  mint  which  occupies  the  greater 
part  of  the  paper.  Barrowby  is  a  village  on  the  western  outskirts  of  the  modern  Gran¬ 
tham  from  which  it  is  now  cut  off  by  the  new  line  of  the  Great  North  Road.  In  late 
Anglo-Saxon  times  it  might  better  be  described  as  lying  two  miles  to  the  west  of  the 
convergence  at  Grantham  of  the  roads  from  Newark,  Nottingham  and  Leicester 
before  they  met  up  with  Ermine  Street  another  two  or  three  miles  to  the  east. 

Sharp  almost  certainly  knew  more  than  he  was  prepared  to  put  on  paper  even  ten 
years  after  the  event.  The  size  of  the  container,  the  broken-off  central  portion  of  the 
shin-bone  of  an  ox,  suggests  a  hoard  running  to  several  hundred  coins — he  admits 
that  it  was  “filled  with  Anglo-Saxon  pennies”.  Disregarding  for  the  moment  the 
putative  AThelra^d  II  element,  we  cannot  be  quite  sure  whether  Sharp  was  offered 
the  whole  of  the  Stamford  element  or  made  a  selection  only  from  a  larger  parcel.  On 
balance  one  may  feel  that  the  tcnQuatrefoil  pennies  of  Cnut  do  represent  the  whole  of 
the  Stamford  element  for  the  type  in  question,  and  if  only  one  could  be  sure  that  the 
hoard  was  one  broadly  representative  of  the  coinage  of  the  whole  country  this  would 
suggest  that  the  find  ran  into  four  or  five  hundred  coins.  It  would  be  reasonable  to 
suppose,  on  the  other  hamd,  that  in  a  hoard  from  the  Grantham  area  Stamford  might 
be  somewhat  over-represented,  so  that  200+  pennies  might  be  thought  a  more  con¬ 
sidered  estimate  of  the  size  of  the  discovery,  albeit  with  the  distinct  possibility  that  it 
errs  on  the  conservative  side. 

Three  types  were  present  in  Sharp’s  parcel,  Long  Cross  of  AThelra:d  II  (2),  and 
Quatrefoil  (10)  and  Pointed  Helmet  (2)  of  Cnut.  Significantly  Sharp  contrasts  the  fresh 
condition  of  the  Cnut  coins  with  that  of  the  7E.thelra:d  pieces,  and  the  discrepancy 
may  well  be  significant.  The  known  collector  of  coins  of  a  particular  mint  or  mints  is 
always  vulnerable  when  it  comes  to  provenance,  and  one  may  very  well  ask  whether 
it  is  not  very  likely  that  the  two  Aithelracd  coins  were  added  to  the  parcel  before  its 
dispatch  to  Sharp.  It  may  not  even  have  been  stated  specifically  that  they  were  from 
the  hoard.  One  is  encouraged  in  this  hypothesis  by  the  circumstances  that  one  of  the 
two  coins  is  very  unlikely  to  have  been  turned  up  in  England,  let  alone  to  have  had  a 
Lincolnshire  find-spot.  Before  considering  this  problem,  however,  we  should  perhaps 
first  fix  on  a  likely  date  for  the  hoard’s  concealment.  Mr.  Thompson  suggested  “After 
1016”,  but  this  seems  surely  too  early.  It  is  not  even  certain  that  coins  in  Cnut’s  name 
were  struck  before  1018,  and  the  fact  that  Pointed  Helmet  as  well  as  Ouatrefoil  was 
present  suggests  a  date  after  Michaelmas  1024.  On  the  other  hand  the  proportion  of 
the  two  types  one  to  the  other  must  indicate  a  date  before  Quatrefoil 's  final  demoneti¬ 
zation,  and  on  the  available  evidence  concealment  in  the  winter  of  1024/1025  seems 
a  plausible  estimate. 

The  two  AUhelraed  coins  are  frankly  anomalous.  Chronologically  they  belong 
before  1003,  and  Stamford  coins  from  the  last  two  issues  of  the  reign,  Helmet  (c.  1003- 
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1009)  and  Last  Small  Cross  (c.  1009-1016/1018?),  are  not  by  any  stretch  of  the 
imagination  rare,  so  that  it  is  highly  unlikely  that  the  Barrowby  hoard’s  Stamford 
element  “skipped”  a  couple  of  types.  One  of  the  coins  is  ordinary  enough,  a  penny  of 
the  moncyer  Afffget  (BEH1  3428  var.  = Wells2  73)  with  a  weight  of  just  over  1.50  g 
(Sharp,  p.  212,  no.  8),  and  could  well  be  a  local  find.  The  other  (BEH  3454  var.-— 
Wells  81)  blunders  the  moneyer’s  name  “Ascwge”  (=/Escwig),  and  was  described 
as  weighing  no  more  than  0.99  g  (Sharp,  p.  213,  no.  9).  For  comparable  pieces  one 
has  to  go  to  the  List  hoard  from  Sylt  (Kersten  &  La  Baume3,  p.  471,  no.  537 — weight 
1.13  g)  and  to  an  unprovenanccd  coin  (weight  1.15  g)  in  the  University  collection  at 
Lund — the  prototype,  incidentally,  is  SCBI  Iielenski  331  (1.25  g),  a  late  Long  Cross 
coin  in  the  1895  Nousiainen  hoard.  The  Schleswig  and  Lund  coins  are  Hiberno- 
Norse,  and  so  presumably  is  the  coin  putatively  found  at  Barrowby.  Theoretically  it 
is  not  impossible  that  a  Dublin  coin  could  have  reached  the  East  Coast  of  England— 
though  the  writer  knows  of  only  one  Hiberno-Norse  penny  with  an  English  proven¬ 
ance,  a  cut  halfpenny  from  the  1040’s  found  on  the  beach  at  Meols — but  it  is  rather 
straining  coincidence  that  the  Barrowby  piece  should  have  ended  up  within  twenty 
miles  of  the  mint  of  its  prototype.  All  in  all,  then,  the  alleged  Affhelraed  element  in 
the  Barrowby  hoard  is  so  suspect  that  it  is  best  disregarded. 

Something  remains  to  be  said  concerning  the  dozen  Stamford  coins  of  Glut. 
Sharp’s  differentiation  of  two  varieties  in  the  case  of  the  ten  pieces  of  Quatrefoil  type 
is  interesting  because  it  represents  early  recognition  of  different  (regional)  schools  of 
die-cutting.  Three  of  the  coins  appear  to  have  exhibited  a  style  that  should  perhaps 
be  given  to  London,  the  moneyers  being  Cawelin  (0.87  g,  cf.  BEH  3239=  Wells  23: 
Sharp,  p.  213,  no.  1),  Godwine  (0.84  g,  BEH  3270  var.—  Wells  45:  Sharp,  pag.  cit., 
no.  2)  and  Swertbrand  (0.91  g,  BEH  — — =Wells  72:  Sharp,  ibid.,  no.  3).  A  second 
(Lincoln  ?)  style  is  suggested  for  the  remaining  seven  coins  by  the  moneyers  Brand 
(0.81  g,  cf.  BEH  3232= Wells  13:  Sharp,  ibid.,  no.  5),  Brunstan  (1.15  g,  BEH  3234 
var.—  Wells  16:  Sharp,  ibid.,  no.  6),  Faergrim  (0.90  g,  cf.  BEH  3252=Wells  27: 
Sharp,  p.  214,  no.  8),  Godric  (0.78  g,  cf.  BEH  3259=Wells  38:  Sharp,  pag.  cit.,  no. 
10),  Godwine  (0.92  g,  cf.  BEH  3269=Wells  48:  Sharp,  ibid.,  no.  1 1),  Leofsige  (0.92  g, 

cf.  BEH  3304= Wells  58:  Sharp,  ibid.,  no.  12)  and  Swertbrand  (0.92  g,  BEH - = 

Wells  75:  Sharp,  ibid.,  no.  13).  Thus  the  average  weight  of  the  ten  coins  works  out  at 
almost  exactly  0.90  g,  or  13.9  grains.  In  contrast  the  37  coins  listed  by  Hildebrand 
have  an  average  weight  of  0.96  g,  or  14.8  grains,  and  this  must  suggest  that  ‘light’ 
(=late)  pieces  preponderated,  which  is  perhaps  another  argument  against  there 
having  been  an  Aithelrsed  element  in  the  find  proper. 

The  two  Pointed  Helmet  coins  are  by  the  moneyers  “Leofrge”=Leofric  (0.90  g, 
BEH  3302  var.= Wells  106:  Sharp,  p.  214,  no.  14)  and  Thurstan  (0.86  g,  BEH  3353 
var.= Wells  128:  Sharp,  pag.  cit.,  no.  17).  This  mean  weight  of  0.88  g  or  13.6  grains 
is  somewhat  less  than  might  have  been  expected — the  43  coins  listed  by  Hildebrand 
have  an  average  weight  of  almost  exactly  1.00  g  or  15.4  grains — and  suggests  that 
there  had  occured  a  certain  amount  of  leaching  out  of  either  the  copper  or  the  silver 
down  the  centuries.  This  could  be  thought  to  cast  doubt  on  the  validity  of  the  argu¬ 
ment  advanced  at  the  end  of  the  last  paragraph,  but  in  fact  this  is  not  the  case. 
Quatrefoil  had  been  struck  on  a  falling  weight-standard,  with  the  bottom  end  con¬ 
sistently  over-represented  at  Barrowby,  while  Pointed  Helmet,  at  least  where  Stam¬ 
ford  is  concerned,  ‘peaks’  quite  differently4. 

From  this  it  would  seem  that  Barrowby  is  a  typical  ‘two-type’  hoard  of  a  kind 
well-attested  for  the  period  c.  973 — c.  1035  when  six  years  appears  to  have  been  the 
normal  currency  of  each  successive  issue.  What  is  so  unfortunate  is  that  we  lack  a  full 
record  of  what  seems  to  be  the  last  English  find  before  under  Harold  I  new  policies 
involving  change  of  type  at  much  more  frequent  intervals  appear  to  result  in  new 
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patterns  of  hoarding.  One-  and  two-type  hoards  continue  to  figure  with  sufficient 
regularity  to  argue  for  continuance  of  the  principle  that  normally  one  type  alone  was 
legal  tender,  but  with  the  1040’s  they  begin  to  be  accompanied  by  multi-type  hoards 
that  smack  strongly  of  speculative  hoarding.

4  Mr.  Antony  Gunstone,  F.S.A.,  an  authority  on  coins  of  Stamford,  has  been  kind  enough  to 
collate  Sharpe’s  text  with  the  Stamford  pieces  in  the  Sir  Francis  Hill  collection.  Assuming  the 
accuracy  of  the  Sharpe  weights,  there  are  perhaps  six  cases  where  Barrowby  coins  have  ended 
up  via  Wells  in  the  Hill  cabinet — Sharpe,  p.  213,  6;  p.  214,  8,  10,  11,  14  &  17 — with  just  the 
chance  that  the  same  could  be  true  of  the  fEthelrasd  penny  of  Ailfget  and  of  Sharpe,  p.  213,  1 
and  p.  214,  13  though  here  the  weights  are  really  too  discrepant.  He  rightly  urges  caution,  and 
the  identifications  are  at  best  speculative.  Mr.  Gunstone  also  wonders  whether  there  may  not 
have  been  other  Stamford  coins  in  the  find  which  Sharpe  did  not  acquire — it  is  suggestive 
that  the  only  duplication  of  moneyers  occurs  in  Quatrefoil  of  Cnut  where  Sharpe  postulated 
two  types.  On  this  telling  the  Barrowby  find  could  have  been  somewhat  larger  than  the  second 
paragraph  argues,  and  the  writer  must  confess  to  finding  Mr.Gunstone’s  comments  as  cogent 
as  perceptive.

C.  E.  CHALLIS.  The  Tudor  Coinage.  Manchester  University  Press,  1978.  348  pages, 
illustrations  in  text.  {We  can  supply  price  £12  -f-  55p.  postage). 

The  Tudor  Coinage  seen  through  an  historian’s  eyes 

For  more  than  half  a  century,  English  numismatists  have  maintained  a  tradition  of  the 
detailed  study  of  medieval  and  early  modern  coinages,  making  use  of  the  technical  evidence 
of  the  coins  themselves,  and  constructing  from  it  a  detailed  picture  of  the  work  of  the  mints 
primarily  on  that  basis,  although  supplemented  and  confirmed  by  documentary  information, 
in  particular  the  bullion  records.  This  method  of  working  has  been  so  successful  that  it  has 
encouraged  a  degree  of  isolationism  in  a  fraternity  whose  contacts  with  academic  historians 
have  been  rather  distant.  It  comes  as  a  shock,  therefore,  to  see  that  it  is  possible  to  write  (as 
Dr.  C.  E.  Challis,  of  Leeds  University,  has  done)  an  excellent  administrative  and  institutional 
history  of  the  Tudor  coinage  without  ever  actually  relying  on  the  evidence  of  the  coins  them¬ 
selves.  Instead,  he  has  put  together  his  account  largely  on  the  basis  of  written  records,  w'hich 
he  has  studied  very  thoroughly  in  the  Public  Record  Office,  the  Manuscripts  Room  of  the 
British  Museum,  and  elsewhere.  About  two-thirds  of  his  book  is  occupied  with  a  history  of 
the  mints  and  their  personnel,  with  the  sequence  of  coin  production  (including,  of  course,  the 
great  debasement),  and  with  a  discussion  of  how  the  necessary  bullion  was  procured.  Dr. 
Challis  gives  chapter  and  verse,  in  the  form  of  contemporary  written  statements,  for  virtually 
every  statement  he  makes.  Numismatists  should  be  grateful  to  him  for  bringing  an  economic 
historian’s  trained  critical  mind  to  bear  on  a  mass  of  very  detailed  government  records.  He 
stays  close  to  his  text — too  close,  perhaps,  for  his  general  themes  to  make  their  full  impact 
except  upon  the  very  attentive  reader. 

In  the  second  part  of  the  book,  Dr.  Challis  sets  himself  the  task  of  “exploring  in  some 
detail  what  the  circulating  medium  was  actually  like.”  He  caps  his  previous  tour-de-force  in 
doing  without  the  numismatic  evidence,  by  studying  the  currency  without  relying  upon  an 
analysis  of  the  hoards.  Here  one  would  venture  the  criticism  that  lie  is  sometimes  on  shaky 
ground.  When  he  says,  for  example  (p.  234)  that  output  at  the  ecclesiastical  mints  may  be 
estimated  at  “6%  of  the  silver  production  at  the  Tower  in  the  early  Tudor  period  .  .  .  the 
three  provincial  mints  turned  out  approximately  £(26,000  between  1485  and  1526”,  numis¬ 
matists  will  suspect  that  he  has  considerably  underestimated  the  work  of  the  Canterbury 
mint — which  can  be  judged,  of  course,  only  by  die-estimation  from  the  coins  themselves.  The 
error  probably  does  not  affect  his  general  argument,  but  it  warns  us  that  the  figures  on  which 
it  is  based  are  subject  to  rather  wide  margins  of  uncertainty. 

Accustomed  as  we  are  today  to  the  Treasury  revising  its  own  statistics  a  lew  months  after 
issuing  them,  the  element  of  speculation  in  Challis’s  estimates  of  the  size  of  the  currency  is 
perturbing.  He  allows  for  wastage,  export  of  bullion,  reminting,  etc.  in  a  very  arbitrary  way. 
Even  so,  it  seems  correct  to  say  (as  he  does),  that  in  the  four  decades  between  1560/1  and  1603 
the  currency  at  least  doubled,  to  something  over  £3m.  Between  1485  and  1560/1  it  had  been 
remarkably  constant  (except  for  a  couple  of  years  around  1550),  fluctuating  between  about 
£1.25m.  and  £  1.75m.  To  try  to  be  more  precise  than  this  would  at  present  be  specious. 
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There  need  be  no  doubt  why  the  dramatic  increase  in  Elizabeth’s  reign  occurred.  The 
connection  between  the  influx  of  bullion  from  the  New  World  and  England’s  increasing  stock 
of  gold  and  silver  was  perceived  by  contemporaries  as  early  as  1581,  when  it  was  discussed  in  a 
tract  on  inflation.  “Historians  roay  not  yet”,  concludes  Challis,  “have  demonstrated  precisely 
how  England  did  attract  the  supplies  of  New  World  bullion”.  A  masterly  understatement:  one 
would  have  to  be  credulous  to  suppose  that  they  had  demonstrated  it  at  all. 

There  is  still  plenty  of  work  for  numismatists  to  do  in  exploring  the  material  evidence  of 
how  money  moved  from  place  to  place  in  the  sixteenth  century,  and  how  stocks  of  bullion 
accumulated  in  a  region.  Cnallis’s  monograph  will  be  an  essential  and  a  valued  guide  to  such 
future  research.  (It  contains,  among  much  else,  revised  and  expanded  tables  of  mint  output, 
1485-1603,  which  supersede  those  of  Brooke  and  Stokes,  and  Craig.)  “Beyond  the  goal  set  for 
this  book”,  Challis  writes  in  his  preface,  “lies  another  of  great  importance — an  analysis  of  the 
use  of  money  in  the  Tudor  period.”  One  hopes  that  he  will  turn  his  pen  to  it. — D.M.M. 

The  Times  Atlas  of  World  History.  Edited  by  Geoffrey  Barraclough.  104"  x  14";  360 
pages,  including  12  pp  of  chronological  tables,  38  pp  of  glossary  (geographical,  historical  and 
biographical)  and  25  pp.  index.  We  can  supply  £25 +  £1.25  postage. 

This  entirely  new  work  of  reference  combines  the  visual  detail  and  excitement  of  a  well- 
planned  atlas  with  a  full-scale  narrative  of  world  history  from  the  earliest  times  to  about  1975. 
Planned  with  the  general  reader  in  mind  as  well  as  the  student,  it  is  the  combined  work  of  over 
80  professional  historians  and  others.  It  is  concerned  to  present  broad  movements  rather  than 
detailed  accounts  of  national  events,  which  can  be  absorbed  from  other  sources,  and  it  is  cer¬ 
tainly  less  western  orientated  than  many  a  previous  historical  atlas.  Its  perspectives,  initially, 
may  be  somewhat  disconcerting,  but  an  occasional  satellite’s  view  can  also  be  quite  illuminating. 

“History  is  dynamic,  not  static;  it  is  a  process  of  change  and  movement  in  time  .  .  ..” — a 
statement  well  illustrated  in  its  pages,  which  contain  over  600  maps  and  illustrations  in  colour, 
and  some  300,000  words  of  narrative. 

For  the  coin  collector  with  a  developing  interest  in  what  has  happened  beyond  his  own 
national  boundaries  this  could  be  just  the  useful  reference  book  (‘handbook’  would  be  too 
diminutive  a  term)  that  he  has  been  looking  for. — P.J.S. 

ANNE  S.  ROBERTSON.  Roman  Imperial  Coins  in  the  Hunter  Coin  Cabinet, 

Volume  IV,  Valerian  I — Allectus.  Oxford  University  Press  1978  340  pages,  64  plates.

The  Hunter  Coin  Cabinet  of  the  University  of  Glasgow  has  a  particularly  good  collection 
of  Roman  Imperial  coins  and  the  publication  of  Volume  IV,  Valerian  I — Allectus  which 
follows  Volume  I,  Augustus  to  Nerva,  Volume  II,  Trajan  to  Commodus  and  Volume  III, 
Pertinax  to  Aemilian,  maintains  the  high  standard.  This  fourth  volume  lists  some  2,000  coins, 
mostly  from  the  collection  of  William  Hunter  and  the  remainder  from  the  Coats  Collection 
with  about  two  thirds  of  the  coins  well  illustrated  on  64  plates. 

The  catalogue  of  coins  lists  many  extreme  rarities  including  Regalian,  Nigrinian  and 
Julianus  but  perhaps  its  main  strength  lies  in  the  introduction  and  tables  in  the  rest  of  the 
catalogue.  The  “Introduction  to  Reigns”  contains  a  clearly  set  out  list  of  obverse  and  reverse 
types  and  legends  together  with  officina  and  mint  marks  recorded  for  the  coinage  of  each  reign. 
The  work  of  many  scholars  has  been  consulted  in  the  compilation  of  these  tables  and  although 
all  the  questions  on  this  difficult  period  have  still  not  been  answered,  this  volume  contains  the 
latest  thinking  and  research. 

It  is  a  great  pity  that  volumes  I  and  II  are  now  out  of  print  and  we  hope  they  will  be  re¬ 
printed,  and  although  £40  may  seem  high  for  this  volume  it  is  a  well  produced  book  that  should 
be  of  great  interest  to  serious  students  of  the  second  half  of  the  third  century  a.d. — R.L.
